Aimed at Middle Income, Wealthy Taxpayers 
Ford Seeks 5 Per Cent Surtax 


WASHINGTON (UPI ) — President Ford 
asked Congress Tuesday to impose a one-time 
5 per cent surtax on corporations and middle 
income and wealthy taxpayers to help combat 
an inflationary rate which he said could 
“destroy our country” 
Addressing a joint session of Congress 
—which quits in three days to face the elec­ 
torate — the President appealed for higher 
taxes as a means of helping inflation’s worst 
victims, stimulating a sluggish economy and 
reducing the federal deficit, which helps drive 
¡ up interest rates. 
Ford’s 
tax 
proposal, 
which 
drew 
congressional criticism even before he made 
his speech, would cost corporations $2.1 
billion and individuals $2.6 billion. 


For a typical $20,000-a-year family of four, 
the surtax would amount to $128 atop its nor­ 
mal federal income tax of $2,560. A single per­ 
son earning $10,000 would pay $54.78 more 
than his present $1,095.50 in taxes. The sur­ 
charge would apply only to families with 
$15,000 or more in income or single 
earning over $7,500. 
People earning less would get tax 
next year from Ford’s proposals. There would 
be ne\y tax cuts, too, for businesses which 
expand or modernize. 
But aside from tax changes, the average 
American’s daily life would be little changed 
by any of the over 30 bills Ford proposed in a 
50-minute speech in the House chamber which 
was interrupted 26 times by brief spurts of 


applause. The loudest clapping came when 
Ford ruled out a gasoline tax increase. 
Instead of offering any sweeping block­ 
buster proposals, Ford called for enactment 
of a series of relatively small but controver­ 
sial changes in an attack against a problem 
which he described as a severe threat to the 
nation’s well-being. 
“ I say to you with all sincerity that 
inflation, our present public enemy, will — 
unless it is whipped —destroy our country, 
our homes, our liberties, our property and 
finally our national pride —as surely as any 
well-armed wartime enemy,’’ the President 
declared in somber tones.

SANTO DOMINGO (UPI) — Six guerrillas accepted 
the Dominican government's offer of safe conduct out 
of the country Tuesday night in exchange for the 
freedom of seven hostages held for the last 12 days in 
the Venezuelan consulate. The hostages were said to be 
“in good condition" 
The guerrillas told U.S. Ambassador Robert Hurwit- 
ch and two other diplomats of their decision when the 
three envoys made their evening delivery of food to the 
beleaguered consulate. 
Hurwitch, Spanish Ambassador Aurelio Vails and 
Venezuelan 
Charge D’affaires Orangel 
Cubiilan 
announced the action at a news conference. 
The diplomats did not say when the release would 
take place or in what country'the guerrillas would seek 
asylum. They did say. however, that the hosgages, 
i n c l u d i n g U.S. Embassy public information 
officer Barbara Hutchison, two other women and four 
men, wire all “safe and in good condition.” 
Water and electricity, cut to the building after it was 
invaded by the heavily armed guerrillas Sept. 27, 
would be restored immediately, the diplomats said.

Joaquin 
Balaguer had 
offered 
the 
guerrillas safe conduct out of the country during a 
nationwide radio and television speech Monday night 
and said it was his government's final offer. 


Through most of Tuesday, the only indication that 
the guerrillas might end the long siege was their return 
to the arm y of a field telephone. The phone had been 
installed last weekend between the consulate and a 
neighboring Baptist church which had been turned into 
a military command post. 
Observers feared that the guerrilla decision to 
eliminate the one communication line might indicate a 
rejection of Balaguer's offer. 


The pro-Castro guerrillas, who seized the consulate 
and those inside Sept. 27 after capturing the U S. 
embassy’s public affairs officer, Barbara Hutchison, 
remained silent following the offer made in a nation­ 
wide radio-television speech Monday night by Presi­ 
dent Joaquin Balaguer. 
It was the first and apparently the only concession to 
the guerrillas by the government.

Questions and Answers About 5% Tax Surcharge 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
About 28 per cent of all tax­ 
payers will end up with a 
higher tax bill if Congress 
approves President Ford’s 
request for a 5 per cent tax 
surcharge. 
Here are some answers to 
questions that taxpayers 
may have on how the sur­ 
charge will effect them: 
Q: Who will pay the sur­ 
tax? 
A: Generally speaking, 
families with gross incomes 


of $15,000 and over will be 
subject to the tax. For 
individuals, the cutoff is 
$7,500. Those with incomes 
below these levels would 
normally be excluded. 
Q. I’m making more 'than. 
$15,000. Does that mean my 
total tax 
bill will be 
increased by 5 per cent 
because of the surcharge? 
A. No, basically the sur­ 
charge will be applied to the 
tax on your income above 
$15,000, although it’s slightly 


more complicated than that. 
If you are the head of a 
family of four and earn 
$15,000, 
the 
government 
already allows you $2,000 in 
standard deductions and 
$3,000 in personal exemp­ 
tions for your family. That 
leaves you with $10,000 
taxable income. 
The 
surcharge 
would 
apply as a 5 per cent 
increase to any taxable 
income in excess of $10,000 in 
your case.

Life of a Hired Boy

story by Hon* A G. Seyfert of Uncaster. From 
"The Hired Boy." The Pennsylvania-German, 
Vol. xi. No. 4. April. 1910; 


“When I was ten years old I was hired to a far­ 
mer for ten dollars a year. This was my first 
experience as a hired boy. I had never been away 
from home, not even over night. I could see my 
home, but when the time came to retire, 1 went 
alone to bed. homesick. 


"It was early in March, and cold, and so was 
the house, for farmhouses had no heat on the 
second story, and few' if any had warm sleeping 
rooms anywhere. I had to go to bed in the dark, for 
candles were too expensive to waste on a hired 
boy. and I was called to get up before daylight. In 
the dark I had undressed and in the dark I dressed 
and shivered when I got up My clothing, as that of 
all poor boys at that time of war prices was of the 
poorest material. 


"Underwear was unknown for boys. An extra 
pair of trousers or shirt was worn underneath 
during the coldest part of the winter. In summer 
my garments of shirt and trousers were made of 
the roughest part of flax fiber, homespun, and 
until they were washed a number of times and 
became soft, it was not an unusual thing to have 
the skin rubbed off where the seam touched your 
body. I did not have any shoes in the summer time. 
The soles of my feet became hard, but I shall 
never forget the pain one had to endure in walking 
in stubble fields while barefoot. I have frequently 
remarked that all the Sunday Schools I ever atten­ 
ded as a boy were attended barefooted. Some 
years ago I delivered an address at a Sunday 
School rally and referred to this fact, producing a 
smile from the audience and a glance at my feet 
by those who were close to me. 


’i remained at this place for two years prac­ 
tically as one of the family. The farmer had 
several children, but none as old as I. The second 
year I got five dollars more than the first, or fif­ 
teen dollars . . . These now were the two most 
exciting years of the Civil War, 1862 and ’63. 
Nothing in my hired boyhood days is so vividly 
impressed upon my memory as the great 
excitement prior and during the three awful days 
of the battle of Gettysburg. 


"Not old enough to understand or realize the 
magnitude of the stupendous struggle, when the 
fate of the nation hung in the balance, we boys had 
a good time when the older ones lived in mortal 
suspense. The roads from the south were one vast 
and moving procession of those who were fleeing 
from the armies with their horses, cattle and 
household effects. When the battle was over and 
both armies moving southward, those who left 
their homes and came north returned, and thus we 
had excitement for weeks to vary the quiet farm 
life. 
' ;■ -4# ,■ 
"The farmer and his wife with whom 1 started 
my hired boy life were kind and most considerate 
people. No matter how many visitors were 
present, the hired boy was as good as any of them. 
His equality as one of the family was reognized 
under all circumstances. I was taken in the*family 
carriage to church, funerals and public sales. This 
is characteristic of the Pennsylvania German, 
who believes that one man is as good as the other, 
so long as he behaves himself. This was my 
experience for ten years as a hired boy among 
these people. I had their confidence, and never, I 
trust, betrayed it for a moment.

The suburbs and rural 
reaches of traditionally 
crime-prone cities, once con­ 
sidered lovely tree-shaded 
redoubts, experienced a nine 
and 10 per cent jump respec­ 
tively in crim e statistics last 
year. 
Clearly, there is no place 
to hide in this Second Civil 
War; no lock nor safety box 
strong enough, no alarm suf­ 
ficiently 
shrill, no dog, 
h o w e v e r 
ferocious, a 
positive deterrent. 
A recen t beef by this 
reporter that the FBI's 


seasonal harvest of crimes it 
and the other police forces 
had t abul ate d read as 
passively as a telephone 
directory, and should have 
indicated righteous indig­ 
nation on the part of the 
bureau, is largely answered 
in Kelley's vigorous speech 
to the 81st annual conference 
of 
th e 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l 
Association of Chiefs of 
Police in Washington last 
month. Some of his pertinent 
points;

< The upper-case quote is his. 
but surely it reflects the 
feelings of every law-abider 
and embattled citizen of the 
U.S.) 
“ Unfortunately,, when 
crime soars, we in law-enfor­ 
cem ent, being the most 
risible part of the criminal 
justice family, often most 
unfairly bear the brunt of 
cri t ic ism, " 
Kell e y con­ 
tinued. “We are accused, of 
not doing a good job . . . of 
failing to keep abreast of the 
tim es. But to arbitrarily 
label 
law 
enforcem ent 
totally or even largely 
responsible for the con­ 
tinuing rise in crime is both 
fallacious and unfair. 


“Crime is a many-faceted 
national 
problem. The 
problem is not alone iden­ 
tifying and apprehending the 
lawbreaker but also touches 
on the causes of crime, the 
operations of our criminal 
justice system, and the 
attitude of citizens toward, 
the law. 
"The responsibility rests 
in many hands," this good 


man went on. "Many fields 
of 
study, 
agencies and 
actions are needed to effect 
meaningful remedies. Any 
person who says he has a 
final answer is only showing 
his lack of knowledge. 
"From a lifetime in this 
profession, I think I can 
honestly say that never 
before has law enforcement 
b e e n 
m o r e 
c a p a b l e , 
energetic, and responsive to 
its duties. 
‘ * W e 
h a v e 
to d a, y 
well-trained personnel, good 
equipment , excellent morale 
and competent leadership 
Law 
e n f o r c e m e n t has 
become a profession based 
on the highest ethical stan­ 
dards, working to protect 
both 
the rights of the 
individual and the rights of 
society as a whole. We do not 
shirk our responsibilities — 
and we stand accountable 
for our actions . . . Our 
problems are compounded: 
". „ . First, is the problem 
of the recidivist (repeater). 
He commits about two-thir­ 
ds of all our criminal acts. 
This means that in America 
today there is a corps of har­ 
den ed 
and experienced 
criminals who have been 
arrested time after time, 
and they keep on committing 
crimes. Why do they keep on 
committing crimes? Partly 
b e c a u s e 
c u r r e n t bail 
procedures often enable the 
h a rd - c o r e 
c ri m i n a l to

siderations as the first offen­ 
der. Hence, the hardened 
criminal, given easy bail, 
becom es free to commit 
additional crimes.

Dear Al: 
Instead of putting C-clam- 
ps in a draw er where they 
can hide from me when they 
are needed, I made a simple 
wall holder that keeps them 
in plain sight. It may even be 
too simple to use in your 
column, However, several, of 
my neighbors have adapted 
the idea. I took a 16-inch 
length of I ' x l " scrap and 
nailed it to the studs in my 
shop wall. The dam ps are 
turned down tight against 
the scrap, and they are right 
where I can see them when I 
need them.

Dear Al: 
Rather than dragging out 
sawhorses to hold a sheet of 
plywood for sawing with a 
circular saw I place the 
sheet on, the ground over an 
area with lush grass. I set, 
the blade so it barely goes 
through the plywood. Then I 
get down on my knees on the 
plywood and saw away. I 
don't have to reach over 
when I get toward the end of 
the cut. The blade doesn't 
get down to the dirt: and so 
can whiz right through the 
grass

A SUPER HINT - When 
sawing through a Large sheet 
of plywood, you'll find the 
going much easier if you put 


a weight on the work to 
steady it. Place the weight in 
the middle of w-hat will be 
the larger section when the 
cutting is done. A sand bag is 
a good weight or a plastic 
jug filled with water. With 
the weight to help hold down 
the sheet, you'll be able to 
use your other hand to 
steady closer to the cut and, 
therefore, have better con­ 
trol over the saw. 


D»ar Al: 
The shoe bag hanging on 
our closet door looked so 
shabby that my wife threw it 
away. I rescued it and put it 
to a new use. I use it to hold 
tools, tapes and additives for 
the car. The bag is held to

Compromise Measure on Campaign Financing is Approved by Senate 


WASHINGTON tAP) - 
The Senate passed 60 to 16 
Tuesday night a sweeping, 
Watergate-stimulated bill to 
curb 
campaign 
con­ 
tributions and spending and 
to finance presidential races 
with public funds. 
The compromise measure 
was sent to the House for 
final action, expected within 
a day or two. Both House and 
Senate earlier had approved 
similar but separate ver­ 
sions. 
Sen. Howard W Cannon, 
D-Nev., floor manager of the 
bill, said the legislation, 
growing 
out 
of 
the 
Watergate 
scandals, was 
designed “ to eliminate the 
problems so prevalant in the 
1972 campaign.’' 
But Sen. Edward M, Ken­ 
nedy, D-Mass.. said he sup­ 
ported the compromise with 
mixed feelings. 
He said it set “ a double 
standard 
of 
reform'’ by 
providng for use of tax funds 
to finance presidential cam­ 
paigns but not Senate and 
House races, in which he 
said the need for public 
financing 
was 
probably 
greater. 
Republican leader Hugh 
Scott said he also regretted 
the lack of public financing 
of congressional races. But 
he1 called it a reasonably 
good bill overall. 
Like Kennedy, he said one 
of its key features is the 
establishment of an indepen­ 
dent 
commission 
to 
administer the legislation 
and 
investigate 
alleged 
violations, 
Sen. 
James 
B. 
Allen. 
D-Ala ., said he was forced to 
vote against the bill because 
of 
its 
public 
financing 
provisions, which he denoun­ 
ced as “ a raid on the tax­ 
payers' pocketbooks for the 
benefit of politicians." 
Common 
Cause. 
a 
self-styled 
citizens lobby, 
called the bill “ the oniy 
major legislative response 
by the 93rd Congress to the 
Watergate scandals.” 
President Ford's position 
on the compromise measure 
is in doubt. But Scott said 
that in his judgment the 
President will sign it. 
The public financing of 
presidential campaigns and 
party nominating conven­ 
tions would be funded from 
the 
voluntary 
system 
established in 1971 'under 
which taxpayers may ear­ 
mark $1 of their ’ federal 
income taxes for campaign 
financing by checking a box 
on their federal returns. 
Cannon said that as of July 
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1 the fund contained about 
$294 million and was projec­ 
ted to total about $75 million 
by the time of the 1976 elec­ 
tion. 
The 
bill 
would 
limit 
presidential candidates to 
spending $20 million on their

Linked to Heart Disease? 
Experts Debate 
Egg Controversy

Chicago Daily News Service 
CHICAGO — Have you 
ever given up scram- 
bled-egg breakfasts? Have 
you heeded the American 
Heart Association’s war­ 
nings that high blood 
cholesterol seems to con­ 
tribute to heart disease? Do 
you feel guilty when you 
order a cheese omelet for 
lunch after you’ ve consumed 
eggs the day before? If so, 
you’re typical of nvllions of 
Americans who have cut 
down on eating eggs. 
For years, the AHA has 
be e n 
r e c o m m e n d i n g 
reducing cholesterol in the 
diet to reduce heart-attack 
risk. Egg yolks and organ 
meats are very high in 
cholesterol. Since livers, 
brains and kidneys are not 
very popular, the egg has 
become the major culprit in 
the cholesterol controversy. 
AHA has suggested cutting 
egg intake to about three a 
week. Egg consumption and 
sales have been adversely 
affected. 
Now the accused is calling 
for a retrial. Feeling it has 
been unjustly punished, the 
egg is fighting back with 
strong new defense, which 
includes some support from 
recent medical research. 
The defendant, in the name 
of the National Commission 
on Egg Nutrition, an 
o r g a n i z a t i o n of egg 
producers, recently bought 
newspaper ads stating 
there’s no proof that eggs 
contribute to heart disease; 
the AHA asked the Federal 
Trade Commission to issue a 
cease - and - desist order. 
The fight has become 
public. The accused has 
become the accuser. The egg 
industry points out that 
although AHA is listed as a 
nonprofit voluntary health 
association, its local units 
collect funds, 
Amid all this cholesterol 
controversy, consumers 
become more confused. 
' Should you go back to eating 
more eggs or continue to 
count your intake? We think 
the best way to shed needed 
light on the case is to let both 
sides debate the issue, in 
layman’s language. Two 
medical men brought their 
opposing views to the table, 
and their debate was recor­ 
ded, 
Robert W. Wissler is a 
professor of pathology and 
at 
th e 
University of 
C hicago. 
He 
is past 
president of the Chicago 
Heart Association and takes 
the AHA stand. 
Kurt A.Oster. chief of the 
cardiology .section and direc­ 
tor of electrocardiographic 
laboratory at Park City 
Hospital. Bridgeport. Conn., 
is consultant to the NCEN. 
Examine the evidence 
presented by both sides, but 
don't expect to draw- simple 
'Conclusions, Both men admit 
the need for much more 
research on causes of heart 
disease, but each take a dif­ 
ferent attitude about what to 
do about diet in the mean­ 
time. Recent research fin­ 
dings seem, to point, an. 
accusing finger at fluid 
nonhomogenized milk and 
sugar. There is new eviden­ 
ce that polyunsaturates may 
not lower cholesterol and 
may, in large amounts, be 
harmful, and that dry egg 
yolk, not fresh, might be har­ 
mful. Both men agree that 
dietary fiber probably is 
very important in preven­ 
ting heart disease. 
Daily News: Cholesterol is 
essential to our bodies. 
Q uid you define it and what 
is a normal cholesterol level, 
as opposed to one that is 
dangerously high9 


Wissler: Cholesterol is 
part of a large series of com­ 
pounds that are normal in 
the body — not just in the 
blood but in every cell. It is 
an extremely necessary part 
of the body. In primates it is 
about 130 to 150 milligrams 
per hundred milliliters of 
blood. 
The problem is over a 
period of years, and in many 


parts of the world, certain 
kinds of living habits, not all 
of them dietary, have come 
into the picture, and it’s hard 
to find a person with a 
cholesterol level of 130 to 150. 
The average in this country 
is probably about 220. 
Oster: I do not agree. The 
Normal. When we are bom, 
our cholesterol is much 
lower. As we grow older, it 
rises. 
Wissler: But not in all par­ 
ts of the world. I was in 
Japan, and I couldn’t find a 
blood cholesterol above 200. 
Oster: Whether this has 
anything to do with heart 
disease is the debate. 
Wissler: I don’t know a 
single population, or a 
s p e c i e s , 
t h a t 
has 
atherosclerosis (a form of 
hardening of the arteries) 
with blood cholesterol levels 
in the 130 to 150 range. Heart 
disease tends to rise when 
the level rises over 200. 
Oster: Atherosclerosis is a 
disease which befalls the 
whole body, not just the 
heart. Not every case effects 
the heart. It’s a very “ify” 
association to say that 
cholesterol is the only thing 
which is the wherewithal of 
recognizing heart attacks. 
Wissler: I think almost 
every 
pathologist, and 
everyone who has studied 
ischem ic heart disease, 
agrees that you can't have it 
without atherosclerosis. In 
this country, Europe and 
most of the industrial world, 
by far the most common 
form of heart disease, 
leading to the deaths of 
approximately 50 per cent of 
the males, is ischemic heart 
disease. 
I think I’d agree with Dr. 
Oster, that you can’t solve 
this problem with statistics, 
population studies or with 
epidemiology. 
The reason I’m convinced 
about the data that links 
blood cholesterol with heart 
disease is because there’s a 
combination of evidence that 
fits together and becomes 
very convincing. 
Oster: I agree that certain 
people have high cholesterol 
in their blood and get heart 
attacks, especially if the 
cholesterol reaches enor­ 
mous proportions. But to 
come back to normality, it’s 
wishful thinking. It’s depen­ 
dent on geography, on sex, 
age and part of the state of 
nutrition. 
Daily News: How were 
those 
original normal 
c h o l e s t e r o l 
l e v e l s 
established? 
Oster: They’ve never been 
established, They’ve been 
established in the Japanese 
— and the Masai, 60 percent 
of whose food intake is 
saturated fat from milk 
The Ancel Keyes School 
says it’s only certain fats 
t ha t 
i n c r e a s e 
serum 
cholesterol. Another school 
of nutritionists in Texas says 
fats have nothing to do with 
it — it is only the cholesterol 
you eat. If these scientists 
can’t agree, how can they 
advise anyone? 
Wissler: I don’t think 
Keyes ever said dietary 
cholesterol wasn’t impor­ 
tant. He simply said there 
are 
som e 
interesting 
co r r e la tio n s 
between 
saturated-fat intake and the 
d e v e l o p m e n t 
of 
atherosclerosis. I think 
blood cholesterol is the most 
important factor leading to 
atherosclerosis. 
Oster: I think an enzyme 
in milk is the culprit. I have 
worked on this for the past 
two years Those with lac­ 
tose intolerance have very 
little atherosclerosis. When 
you find a low milk intake, 
there is low atherosclerosis 


Daily News: So now we're 
going to shift the blame from 
eggs to milk? 
Oster: No, milk is a good 
food, 
Daily News: What about 
the Masai, who consume a 
lot of milk yet have no 
atherosclerosis? 
O s t e r : 
Whe n 
we 
investigated the Masai, we

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Franklin 
National 
Bank Sold 


WASHINGTON (.VP) - 
Federal officials announced 
Tuesday that the Franklin 
National Bank of New York 
has been sold to a New York 
state institution owned by 
six large European banks. 
The Comptroller of the 
Currency, administrator of 
the nation’s banks, declared 
the 
troubled 
New 
York-based bank insolvent 
due to large losses incurred 
in foreign exchange transac­ 
tions earlier this year. 
The comptroller appointed 
the Federal Deposit Insuran­ 
ce Corp. 
as receiver of 
Franklin, which was once 
the nation’s 20th largest 
bank. The insurance cor­ 
poration promptly sold the 
bank’s 
assets 
to 
European-American 
Bank 
and Trust Co. 
The purchase is subject to 
court approval, which is con­ 
sidered routine. The comp­ 
troller’s office said the new 
owner 
would 
open 
Franklin’s banking offices at 
their regular hours Wed­ 
nesday morning. 
The sale was on the basis 
of bidding conducted by the 
FDIC. Competing bidders 
and the sale price were not 
disclosed immediately. 
The comptroller said the 
FDIC is expected to issue a 
more detailed description of 
the transaction later. 
But the comptroller said 
the 
European-American 
Bank in purchasing k ‘cer­ 
tain assets” of Franklin has 
also assumed all of the 
insolvent bank's liabilities. 
Chairman Joseph W. Barr 
of Franklin National said 
federal officials had decided 
on “an assisted merger” 
after the bank tried unsuc­ 
cessfully to obtain other for­ 
ms of aid from FDIC.

Everywhere a lot 
of yogurt is eaten, there’s a 
low incidence of heart 
attacks. 
Daily News: What about 
the new evidence that yogurt 
might lower cholesterol 
levels? 
Wissler: I happen to like 
yogurt, and it is quite likely 
th a t it 
m ight have a 
cholesterol - lowering effect. 
That would be great. It 
needs more study. 
Daily News: What about 
exercise and its effect on 
cholesterol levels? 
Oster: The Finns get the 
gold m edal for heart 
attacks, yet they’re among 
the hardest-working people. 
They also have the highest 
rate of milk consumption. 
About a third of their milk is 
homogenized. 
In an April 1971 report. 
Oster said the United States, 
with the second highest

rate from heart 
disease, have a relatively 
low milk intake, but most of 
the milk is homogenized.

He 
recommends avoiding foods 
made with dried egg yolk, 
since it may be harmful . 
(The NCEN also is passing 
out copies of “diet and 
coronary disease,” a report 
of the British Department of 
Health and Social Security. 
It says “we have found no 
evidence which relates the 
number of eggs consumed to 
a risk of ischemic heart 
disease.” 
(More research seems to 
indicate 
that 
polyun­ 
saturates do not lower blood 
cholesterol and may, in fact, 
be harmful.) 
Daily News: It seems you 
both agree that more resear­ 
ch is needed. But until the1 
evidence is more conclusive, 
what is your advice to con­ 
sumers? 
Oster: 
My recommen­ 
dations, to cut down on total 
fat intake and keep a low 
weight profile. Increasing 
polyunsaturates too much 
may be serious, Go on eating 
what you like, cutting down 
on fat, until there is con­ 
clusive proof. More dietary 
bulk is needed. 
Wissler: Prudent is a good 
word. Let serum cholesterol 
be the guide. Those with a 
natural high-cholesterol ten­ 
dency would be prudent to 
alter their diet.

Examiner’s Office, said he 
was giving a lecture at Tem­ 
ple U niversity on Monday 
when he was summoned to 
Shamokin to examine the 
skeletons 
Dr Bernard Sims, a foren­ 
sic odontologist, and Detec­ 
tive Chief John Grant of the 
Bedfordshire Police in Lon­ 
don, w ere with Dr. Fellinger 
and assisted him Monday 
night and Tuesday with his 
investigation into the cause 
of the girls* death. 
Dr. Fellinger said the two 
Englishmen, who are on a 
traveling lecture tour of the 
U.S., will be at his “ beck and 
call if their areas of exper­ 
tise are needed.” 
The positive identification 
was m ade from dental recor­ 
ds by Dr. M arshall Welsh, a 
Bloomsburg 
orthodontist 
Identification was assisted, 
authorities said, by jewelry

Pottsgrove 
Catches Up 
After Strike 
Did a three-week delay in 
school opening caused by a 
strike of Pottsgrove school 
teachers do much to hinder 
the educational program, 
there? 
A dm inistrators in the 
district think not, while the 
head of the teachers’ union 
isn’t so sure. 
With classes now two 
w e e k s 
o l d 
t h e 
administrators and teacher 
representative were asked 
for an analysis of the 
situation. 
Joseph Roberts, Pott­ 
sgrove superintendent, said 
he's detected no ill feelings 
resulting from the strike by 
members of the Pottsgrove 
Federation of Teachers, 
either between teachers and 
administrators or teachers 
and students . 
“Things appear to be run­ 
ning smoothly as they make 
their transition from a strike 
situation to business as 
usual,’’ said Roberts. 
“In the high school the 
educational program is 
almost to the point it would 
have been academically if 
there had been no strike. 
“And we had our first 
assem bly program last 
Friday. It was a smooth one. 
Usually the first program of 
the year isn't,so we’re far 
ahead in that regard.” 
He also pointed to a rare 
situation in the school 
district — the fact its high 
school football team is 
undefeated. 
“We’ve won three games 
out of the only three we’ve 
played,” he said, “and that 
always helps school spirit.” 
Richard Radel, principal 
of Pottsgrove High School, 
said 
the 
educational 
program is almost back to 
normal. 
“The teachers have been 
working very hard since the 
strike ended,” said Radel, 
“and as a result the studies 
are almost to the point they 
would have been without the 
strike.” 
Clyde Dry. president of the 
Pottsgrove Federation of 
Teachers, isn’t ready to con­ 
cede nothing was lost. 
“Ask me again in June,” 
he said, pointing out there 
are many variables which 
could have an effect. 
“We have a certain course 
of study and it’s difficult to 
catch. Whether or not we 
make up all the lost ground 
remains to be seen. June is 
the time for that judgment.” 
Dry joined Roberts and 
Radel in stating he’s heard 
of no apparent bitterness by 
anyone as a Result of the 
strike. 
Even the three teachers 
who chose to cross the picket 
lines set up 
by their 
c o ll ea g ue s apparently 
haven’t been abused by their 
fellowr workers. 
And, Dry added, there 
appears to be no bitterness 
on the part of administrators 
toward the teachers who 
participated in the strike.

Cuban Mental Hospital is Showplace for Castro Regime

HAVANA (U P I)- We felt 
sorry when she stepped for­ 
ward to sing. When she 
finished, we forgot for the 
moment that she was a 
paranoid patient in the prin­ 
cipal mental hospital of 
Cuba, gaining weight and no 
longer pretty. 


The Havana Psychiatric 
Hospital 
is a showplace 
whose doctors illustrate with 
love the humanitarian face 
of 
Cuba 
under 
Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro. 
The entertainment by the 
paranoid patient and a group 
of other inmates was a 
moving climax to the visit 
there by several American 


newsmen allowed to come to 
Cuba for a week. 
Half an hour’s drive from 
the center of Havana, the 
hospital was founded as an 
insane asylum and home for 
aged slaves in 1857 when the 
island was still a colony of 
Spain. It is now the principal 
psychiatric hospital of Cuba 
with 3,500 patients and is the 


model for another being 
built in the eastern part of 
the island by some of the 
patients themselves. 
Dr. Sidney Orret, a brisk 
authoritative man in his 50 s 
who came to the hospital as 
an 
internist 
in 
1946, 
described 
with disguised 
emotion 
and 
undisguised 
pride the revolution in the 


care of patients there since 
Castro came to power in 
1959. 
“ We are proud of our 
cleanliness," 
he 
began, 
indicating the long, light and 
airy ward of 70 beds. “Tlie 
first thing we did was to take 
away the bars from the win­ 
dows, clean the wards and 
begin to respect the patients 


as human beings." 
It is a hospital, like all 
others in Cuba, where treat­ 
ment is free. But the patients 
are paid for the four or five 
hours of voluntary work they 
are encouraged to do daily. 
TTiey have about $100,000 in 
the 
institution’s 
savings 
bank, Orret said 


appear impressive in their 
dedication. The principle of 
treatment, they said, was 
that 
patients 
treated as 
human 
beings 
react as 
human beings do. 
Bath, toilet and kitchen 
were spotless in the wards 
and 
other 
parts of the 
hospital 
visited 
by 
the 
American newsmen. Beds. 


furniture 
and 
everything else were sc It u> 
the patients themselves in 
the 
hospital 
workshop, 
where work is part of the 
therapy. Almost everyone 
was doing something. 
Inmates were mowing the 
green lawns. Others were 
caring for the 70,000 to 80,000 
chickens being raised or 
working in the vegetable 
flower gardens. Still others 
were working in the shops 
making everything from fur­ 
niture to shawls and from 
rope to children’s toys. 
When we came to the pain­ 
ters and sculptors, the only 
time 
we 
sawr 
men and 
women 
working 
together 
outside the separate work 
places and quarters, Orret 
commented: 
“ This is one of the most 
exciting 
things 
we’ve 
done” 
In 
the 
stadium, 
other 
patients were being coached 
in basketball and track. Still 
others 
were 
watching a 
semi-pro 
game 
by 
two 
Havana 
province 
clubs, 
although the patients are 
said to have a fairly good 
team themselves. 
Other patients were get­ 
ting and giving haircuts. In 
the women's section, it was 
manicures and hairdos. 
There are even classes, 
and a patient in one of the 
courses came up to try to tell 
one of the reporters how 
great Fidel Castro was. 
The women’s wards were 
more modern and roomier 
than the men’s. There was 
plate glass in the vestibule 
and windows—not a pane 
had been broken in eight 
years. 
The 
beds 
were 
arranged in smaller groups 
of six and eight with tile 'half 
partitions in the wards. The 
colors 
were 
fresh 
and 
bright. 
To run all this, the hospital 
has 87 doctors, 37 of them 
psychiatrists. In addition, it 
has more than 300 nurses, 
psychologists, 
social 
workers 
and 
other 
technicians. Orret is deputy 
director in charge of things 
technical. The director, a 
Maj. 
Ordaz, 
was 
away 
attending a Communist par­ 
ty meeting in eastern Cuba. 


Yearly, the patients have 
their 
own 
carnival 
celebrations 
with 
floats, 
dances, parades and even a 
beauty queen. 


While the treatment and 
everything else is free to the 
patients, the hospital statis­ 
tician, Jose M. Magrinat, 
said that the hospital costs 
between $4.5 and $5 million a 
year, more or less $3 a day 
per patient. 


Until recently, he said, the 
hospital did not even have a 
budget —it got from the 
government what it needed 
as it needed. 


Of the 3,500 patients, 10 per 
cent are listed as acute and 
kept in special wards. The 
other 90 per cent are consid­ 
ered chronic and are in the 
whole hospital. As patients 
improve, groups move out 
from time to time to live and 
work in ordinary factories 
and farms under supervision 
as a step toward integrating 
them back into the com­ 
munity. 


Orret 
contrasted 
the 
hospital today in graphic ter­ 
ms with what it was before 
1959. 


“There were two main 
diseases rampant here," he 
said 
"One 
was 
malnutrition, 
the 
other 
vascular 
dysentery, 
a 
disease of filth. Twelve to 14 
patients died daily. One day 
in 1947, we had 87 deaths 
from dysentery.” 


In those days, as Orret and 
other doctors still there de­ 
scebe it, the hospital was a 
political plum for its direc­ 
tors 
who 
plundered the 
public funds supposed to 
support it One, Orret said, 
"bragged" that he netted 
$12,000 a month. 
“ Twelve hundred patients 
had 60 to 70 beds," Orret 
said. “ Imagine what hap­ 
pened at night. There was 
never enough food Imagine 
what happened at lunch or 
dinner."

There are plays that border 
on the fantastic and raise the 
question of how anyone can be 
expected to be smart enough to 
make them.

Consider this deal where West 
led the king of hearts—East 
signaling with the ten—and 
continued with a heart to the 
ace. East returned the deuce of

'whereupon West—a player of 
sound mind—discarded the ace 
of clubs! 
As a result,, declarer went 
down one. The best he could do 
was score 'three spades, a heart,' 
three diamonds .and a, club. 
Had, West discarded a, spade 
or a diamond, instead of 'the ace 
.of clubs, .South, would, have 
made four' notnimp by leading a. 
club at trick four—going up with 
the king if West followed low— 
and playing another club at 
trick five. 
Wesf s extraordinary discard 
was wel, conceived. He lealtad 
that East’s return of the deuce 
of hearts from the 9-8-7-2, all 
equals at this point, was a signal 
suggesting an entry card in 
clubs. 
This was in accordance with 
the suit-preference convention 
by which a low-card return 
indicates interest in a low- 
ranking suit, while a high-card 
return—say, the nine of hearts 
—would indicate interest in a 
high-ranking suit (in this case, 
spades). { 
Once East had denied a spade 
entry, the ace of dubs discard 
became logical, as it was clear 
that the contract could not be 
stopped if South had the queen 
of clubs. The next step in the 
reasoning—that East had the 
queen—clearly indicated that 
the ace of dubs was not an 
asset, but a liability that had to 
be quickly disposed of.

Wine-tasting party can be fun as well as educational

make a party a success is U 
he a creative hostess. 
For example, as an alter­

wine-tasting party can be, 
both fun and educational 
M any people have a 
curiousity about and an 
interest in wines, for there is 
a fascination about them not 
common to other beverages. 
Here is the step-by-step 
procedure for running a suc­ 
cessful wine-tasting party: 
Number of wines: Six or 8 
different wines are about 
nght. perhaps 10 at most 
It’s best to sen e just one 
type of wine at a given par­ 
ty: red dinner wines, for 
instance. Avoid mixing 
white and red dinner wines 
at a tasting, or dinner and 
dessert wines. 
Order of tasting: This, as 
far as is practicable, should 
be from driest to sweetest, 
from most light to most 
lull-bodied 
Food at tasting party: 
Bland cheeses and unsalted 
crackers are the recommen­ 
ded snacks. 
Position of snack table: 
Some folks prefer to have 
the snacks — cheese and 


bread or crackers — on a 
separate table, removed 
from the wines, making it 
necessary for guests to move 
about 
But if snacks are 
placed next to the wines, lit­ 
tle groups of tasters may 
gather at a particular table 
without stopping traffic. 
A rrangem ent of wine 
tables: 
In general, the larger the 
room the better At large, 
professionally run tastings, 
each table, numbered 1.2.3. 
etc . has its bottles of wine 
and behind each table stands 
a w aiter ready to serve. 
A folder identifying each 
wine by its table number is 
usually handed to guests as 
they enter. They generally 
follow the order of tasting 
beginning at table 1. 
In a small home party it 
also helps to have such a list, 
even if only a typed original 
and carbons. The list should 
give the names of the wines 
to be tasted, numbered like 
the tables. It is advisable to 
leave room under each 
wine's name for guests to 
write comments, which they 
should be encouraged to do.

party — circulation. 
Smoking: This is a peren­ 
nial 
problem. Although 
smokers will assert they can 
taste as well while smoking 
as while not. this is not the 
case 
with nonsmokers, 
many of w hom are uncom­ 
fortable trying to taste wines 
in a smoke-filled room. 
One suggestion is to place 
a large ashtray on a table at 
the entrance to the tasting 
room, with the request to 


•‘drop c ig a re ts here.” 
Another is to hide all 
ashtrays. If guests insist on 
smoking, make sure the 
room is well ventilated. 
Serving: It is best for the 
host, with an aide or two. to 
pour samples, rather than 
guests themselves. Line up 
the glasses for each wine 
and pour from 1 to lb oun­ 
ces in each glass for each 
taster. 
Later. when guests have 
tasted all. possibly a few 
times over, and have settled 
on their favorites, they may 


request more generous sam­ 
ples. At this point the purely 
educational aspects of the 
party may \ye said to have 
ended and the social side to 
have begun. (When figuring 
the amount of wine needed, 
remember that a fifth of 
wine is about 25 ounces.) 
T a s t i n g 
procedure: 
Suggest that guests follow- 
simple steps, using these 
three senses: 
♦ Sight: the professional 
taster judges a wine first by 
its color. Hold the glass to 
the light : note color brillian­ 


ce. clarity. Is it bright and 
crystal clear9 Is the color 
lively and tj’pical of that par­ 
ticular wine? 
• Smell: swirl the wine in

The surcharge Ford proposed -—a tax on 
taxes due —would be in effect only for 1975, 
starting next Jan. 1. Under President Lyndon 
B. Johnson, Congress helped finance the Viet­ 
nam War through a surcharge which was in 
effect at a 10 per cent rate from April 1,1968, 
until it was phased out at a 5 per cent rate at 
the end of 1970. 
Ford said he knew it was “ politically 
unwise” to propose taxes four weeks before

R-N.Y., said the sur­ 
tax should not be imposed on families earning 
less than $25.000. 
Acting contrary to Ford s proposals, the 
House Ways and Means Committee voted 15 
to 6 earlier Tuesday to exempt from income 
taxes the first $500 of interest earned on 
savings accounts —a move that would cost 
the Treasury $1.8 billion. 
Ford asked Congress to enact the new taxes 
--along with many other programs —in the 30 
days or so it will meet in a lame-duck session 
following the election.

Bobby Grich in the fourth 
inning and Don Baylor in the 
seventh, struck out seven 
and walked none in pitching 
the A's to within one victory 
of their third straight AL 
title. He did it almost en­ 
tirely with fast balls. 
“I’d say I threw 99 per 
cent fast balls and maybe six 
curves all day." said Blue.

There exists on this continent a number of rating 
systems for college football. Anyone with an abacus, in 
fact, can enter the business of grading teams, calling 
his method, say, the Henry J. Chittlin Compu-Ratings. 
But the only two polls of major impact are those 
gathered weekly by the Associated Press and United 
Press International. 
The AP poll comprises the erudite judgments of 
r 


swriters scattered about the country. It differs from 
UPI, which features the ratings of 35 college 
coaches. 
In both cases, the pundits submit their lists the first 
of each week while a nation hangs suspensefully from 
the light fixture. 
For the teams, it is often like waiting up for the 
reviews. Often on Saturdays, the principals find them­ 
selves playing not one game, but maybe five — their 
own and those of four other teams they are battling for 
position in the polls. 
LEFT OUT SQUAD 
It isn't suggested this year that Oklahoma and its 
backers leave wake-up calls so that they can hear the 
results of the UPI poll each week. 
The coaches participating, you see, have voted to 
drop the Sooners from consideration during the period 
of their probation, which runs until the end of this sea­ 
son. 
It also was requested by college coaches through 
the NCAA that the AP voters forget Oklahoma, but, a 
contrary lot, the authors rejected the idea. 
As departing president of the coaches association, 
USC's John McKay is upset that a team on probation 
should be paid homage in any way. 
In John's estimation, the whole purpose of punish­ 
ment is defeated if a sinner is to be applauded. 
It would follow, logically, that the American Bar 
Association would vote Spiro Agnew Man of the Year. 
McKay has no personal grievance with Oklahoma. 
He would take the same position if the school involved 
were Harvard or Sarah Lawrence. 
But an argument he refused to acknowledge is that 
the Oklahoma matter be accepted with a knowing wink 
because all the others are equally guilty. 
"It's like saying that no one should go to jail for 
income tax evasion because everyone cheats on his 
taxes," says McKay. "I don't know that 'everyone cheats 
an his taxes. But I do know that everyone getting 
caught should be punished." 
Oklahoma, you may recall, was suspended for two 
years when it was apprehended for altering the tran­ 
script of a hot high school prospect. 
In the realm of NCAA crime, it was serious but 
wasn't considered an atrocity. A short time before, for 
instance, it was discovered that a running back at Cali­ 
fornia had junior college credits at a junior college he 
never even had seen. 
At least the kid recruited by Oklahoma showed 
the courtesy to attend the high school at which tran­ 
script was altered. 
ILL-GOTTEN GAIN 
When the Sooners, consigned to probation, fin­ 
ished the season last year with 10-0-1 and were voted 
No. 2 on both national polls, rival coaches construed 
this as a reward for cheating. 
When the matter was put to a vote, the member­ 
ship, according to McKay, agreed unanimously that the 
felon should be obscured, not applauded in the polls. 
Since the UPI had decided to ignore Oklahoma, it 
should complete the job by barring from print the name 
of its former coach responsible for the problem, Chuck 
Fairbanks.
